\EVERAL dreadful Earthquakes have lately happened 
On divers Parts of the World ; and particularly one at 
Philippoli, one of the beſt Cities in Romania, which almoſt 
ſwallow'd up the Place, and deſtroy'd 4000 Perſons ; and 
moſt of the Towns and 1 in the Neignbourhood were 
demoliſhed by the violent and repeated Shocks, or laid under 
Water by the Overflowing of the River Mariza : And like- 
wiſe ſeveral Viſitations of this Kind have been felt in this our 
land, but more favourably (God be praiſed I); and we have 
had divers Phænomena and wonderful Prodigies, which are 
celeſtial Warnings to admoniſh and call us to a ſpeedy 
Repentance and Reformation of the horrid and enormous Sins 
that are daily and boldly committed amongſt us : For we are 
all ſenſible the Almighty doth execute his Judgments upon 
brute Creatures for our Sakes, that the People of the Earth 
might learn Righteouſneſs. I ſhall therefore, according to 
my Promiſe in my laſt Year's Anglicus, relate in a chrono- 
logical Order ſeveral Inſtances of this Kind, with the Con- 
quences and Effects that attended them. 

J. D. 16, as Suetonius reckons, was a great Earthquake 
it Reme, whereby a great Part of the City was ruin'd ; and 
n Inundation of the River Tiber, by which many People and 
Eikces were deſtroyed. Several Comets alſo appeared: What 
kllowed was, the Death of Auguſtus Cæ ſar, a great Mutiny 
in the Roman Army, and terrible Slaughters among the Ger- 
nan, whoſe King Arminius was treacherouſly ſlain. 

J. D. 66, were a prodigious Tempeſt and fearful Earth- 
quke, whereby Laodicea, Hierapolis, and Coloſi, famous 
Cities in Leſſer Aſia, were ſorely afflicted. A Comet alſo 
appeared for fix Months: There followed a terrible Perſe- 
don, in which the Apoſtles Paul and Peter were put to 
Death : And Hermogenes and Phygellus made great Apoſaly

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and Schiſm in the Aſiatic Churches, and appeared no other 
than wandering Stars, 2 Tim. i. 15: Nero's Supper was burn 
with Lightning: The Britons flew 70000 Romans, and in 
Revenge Szetenius deſtroyed 80000 Britons as he came fron 
nee Nome was fired by Nero, and the Conflagration con 
tinued fix Days together: Soon after this Menander and hi 
Followers cauſed great Troubles among the Chriſtians ; he 
was an Antichriſt ; and probably that Perſon the Apoſtl 
Jobs hath Reſpect to, as well as ſome others, 1 Fobn ii. 18, 
Joſephus, de Bello Fudzorum, Lib. 7, relates, in the Ven 
70, at the Time of the Fews Paſſover, wiz. the 8th d 
April, in the Sign M was ſeen a Blazing-Star like a flaming 
Sword over the City Feruſalem. Zonaras and Xiphiling 
write, that many other Prodigies were taken Notice of a 
this Time, viz. Armies fighting in the Air, Sc. Theſe 
were attended with a new Emperor, wiz. Titus Veſpafaan, 
who cauſed the Deſtruction of Feruſalem and the miſerable 
Ruin and Extirpation of the Fexvi/ Nation by the Sword 
the Romans. 

A. D. 105, in the Reign of Trajan the Emperor, there 
happened a terrible Earthquake, with fearful Lightnings and 
Thunderbolts, and exceſſive Storms of Wind, which did great 
Damage. The like happened in Aa in 107, with prodigious 
Sights in the Air: The ſame at Galatia and Rome, where 
Lightning from Heaven conſumed the Temple of their God: 
Milk was rained in a prodigious Manner, and 120000 Houſes 
were deſtroyed by a great Fire. In 162 the like happened in 
Bithynia, and Smyrna in Afia was quite ſwallowed up. Great 
Tyranny and Perſecutions followed by Mogul King of ti 
Scots, and the Emperors Commodus and Pertinax. | 

A. D. 244, a total Fclipſe of the Sun, and ſuch a horrid 
Earthquake that ſeveral Cities with their People were ſwal- 
lowed up; there was great Darkneſs too for ſeveral Days 
together: Now the tenth Perſecution began, wherein 14090? 
Chriſtians were put to Death in Egypt, and 70000 baniſhed, 
and many burnt, in Nicomedia. In the Year 300 were gie⸗ 
Earthquakes ; thirteen Cities in Campania were overthrown 
and one in Aa: At Rome, in the Church of Lateran, 
Hand without a Body was ſeen by many People to = 
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upon the Wall theſe Words * Hodie Venenum in Eccleſia 
infuſurum,” i. e. To day is Poiſon poured into the Church; 
which was thought to intend the extraordinary Indulgences of 
Conſtantine the Great, the firſt Chriftian Emperor, to the 
Biſhops, &c. whereby they degenerated from th&ir primitive 
* Simplicity and Humility. ' 

* A. D. 365, according to Alftedius in Encyclopedia, was a 
olle moſt prodigious Earthquake (us Hiftorians aftirm) that was 
10 perceived in all Parts of the Earth, the like never known. 
This was preceded by two ſplendid Comets. The Sea over- 
\ of 740 its Bounds, and left Ships hanging on the Tops of Houſes ; 
and there was ſuch a fearful Inundation that many Cities and 
innumerable Souls periſhed. This was attended with Julian 
the Apoſtate's War againſt the Chriſtians, and the Macedonian 
"hel Wl Hereſy, which cauſed great Troubles and Diſturbances in the 
Church of Chriſt, The Fews, in Deſpite and Contempt 
of our Saviour's Prophecy, wilfully attempted to rebuild a 
Temple at Feruſalem; but Fire came from Heaven, and 
onſumed them and their Foundation: And, when Cyril their 
Biſhop ſaw theſe Things done, he confidered of the Words of
